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~ VERY BAD LEGISLATION, 


Maron NOONAN DOES NOT APPROVE OF 
THE OAK BILL BILL 


— — 

How the City Loses Money Through Legis- 
lative Carelessness—What His Honor 
Says About It—The House Makes a Mis- 
take—Matters Concerning the City Streets 
—City Hall Notes. 


HE Mayor in looking over 
matters concerning the 
city happened upon some 
information which did 
not meet at all with his 
approval, and which he 
stamps as a piece of very 
bad and careless legisla- 
tion, injurious to the in- 
— ofthe city. The 
matter in question is an 


_~rdinance granted to the st. Louis, Oak Hill 


& Carondelet Railway and an amendment to it 
passed last January. The first ordinance 
grants the road the usual franchise and de- 
fines the route andsoon. Sec. 12 of the ordi- 
mance touching upon the revenue to the city 
reads as follows: 

Sec. 12. The rights and privileges and fran- 
chises hereby granted to the said St. Louis, 
Vakhbill & Carondelet Railway Co. shall con- 
tinue foraterm of fifty years from the pass- 
age of this ordinance, to said company, its 
Successors or assigns, and in consideration 
thereof the said company and its successors 
and assigns agrees by the acceptance of this 
ordinance that it will fle with the Comptrol- 
ler ot the erty of St. Louis, on or before the 
Ist day of February of each year, from and 
after the passage of this ordinance, 
* statement of the gross earn- 
ings of said company from transporta- 
tion of freight and passengers by it, which 
statement shall be subscribed and sworn to 
by its president and secretary, and that it will 
pa tothe Treasurer of the said city, on or 

efore the first day of March of each year, 
1 per cent upon said gross earnings for the 
first year succeeding the first of March after 
the road has begun to carry freight and pas- 
— gil for the second year, 2 per centum of 
such gross carnings; and 3 per ceutum on 
such gross earnings annually until the expira- 
tion of the term for which this ordinance is 

ted. Said payments shall be in 
addition to all general taxes now or hereafter 
prescribed by law. For any failure on the 
part of said company, or its successors or as- 
Signs, to file said annual statement and make 
the aforesaid payments on such gross earn- 
ings within sixty days after the same becomes 
due and payable, all the rights and privileges 
confirmed and granted herein tothe St. Louis, 
Oakhill & Carondelet Railway Co., or its suc- 
cessors or assigns, shall be forfeited. The 
Municipal Assembly ana the Comptroller of 
the city of St. Louis shall havethe right at 
any time to examine the books and papers of 
the company for the purpose of ascertaining 
the gross earnings of the company. 


This answered very well, and at the end of 
the year 1888 the road paid into the city $575.62 
as 1 per cent of the gross earnings of the road. 

In January an amendment to this section 
No. 12 was passed and signed by Mayor Allen 
on January 31, which, according to the re- 
turns made the first year, beat the city out of 
$75.62 atleast. The amendment provides 


In consideration of the rights and fran- 
chises granted by said ordinance No. 13,657, 
and this ordinance amendatory thereof, the 
St. Louis, Oak Hill & Carondelet Rallway Co., 
ite successors and assigns, shall pay into the 
City Treasury within sixty days after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, and on the Ist day of 
March of each succeeding year during the 
continuance of the franchise granted by said 
ordinance No. 13,667, and this ordinance, 
amendatory thereof, the sum of $500 per year 
fortheterm of ten years, and the sum of 
$1,000 per year for the term of ten years next 
succeeding,and the sum of $1,500 per year dur- 
327 the remaining portion of the franchise. 
Said payments shall be made in addition to all 
neral taxes now or hereafter prescribed by 
aw. 

Thus it will be seen that instead of paying 2 
per dent the second year and 3 during the 
third, and to the limit of the time the fran- 
chise runs, it only pays $00fortne first ten 
years, or less than 1 per cent of the first year’s 
earning. 

The Mayor said: ‘‘This cuts off from 
the city a very large revenue 
as in the nature of things the business of the 
road would increase; this year the city under 
the old ordinance would have received at least 
$1,000 but now will only get $500, basing the 
Calculations on the earnings of the first year, 
when the expenses are larger and the business 
lighter than itis likely to be at any succeed- 
ing time. It is evident on theface of it that 
the thing is not fair to the city, and I, for one 
can not understand how the Mayor ever signe 
euch a bill.“ 

Comptroller Stevenson said that in his opin- 
jon the amendment knocked the city out of a 
very considerable amount of money and vir- 
tually gave away avery valuable franchise.

Must Be Distributed Between Several Banks 
in Future. 


CONFERENCE was 
held yesterday at 
the City Hall between 
Mayor Noonan, Comp- 
troller Stevenson, 
Treasurer Foerstel and 
the President of the 
Laciede Bank of this 
city concerning a mat- 
ter of considerable 
importance. The city

—— — on deposit with the 
Laclede Bank of this city. This is only se- 
cured by a bond of $500,000. This is the only 
bond that has deen required of the 
bank under the city ordinances. The institu- 
tion on a bid of 8.78 percent interest secured 
the custody of the current funds of the city. 
The bond filed contains the names of sureties 
good for many millions, but under the terms 
of the bond the bank is liable for less than 
one-fourth of the deposit. 

For a long time the daily balances have ex- 
ceeded $2,250,000, but the total responsibility 
of the bank on bond has not exceeded a halt a 
million. The Municipal Assembly, which 
should have properly provided for the 
increase of the security that the bank 
was prepared at all times to give 
did not consider the subject. The General 
Assembly took up the matter and has dis- 
posed of it in a manner that will cost the city 
some money. At present the city receives 
about $75,000 per annum interest on its de- 
posits, the large daily balance enabling 


the local banks to bid high forthe funds. As 
high as 8.91 bas been received. Under the 
new law the fund commissioners will not be 
permitted to deposit more than $500,000 with 
any one institution, and must receive as se- 
curity bond egual to the highest deposit. The 
commissioners called yesterday’s meeting 
to discuss the requirements of the new law. 
The present contract with the Laclede Bank 
will expire in October. Then five banks 
will be selected and bids for the custody of 
the city funds in sums of not more than $500,- 
000 will be received. 

As the deposit will be smaller, the rate of 
interest will probabiy decrease considerably. 
The bank bas consented to release the city on 
July i, when new bids will be advertised for 
by the city.

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LUDICROUS ADVENTURE WITH A “CON.” 
GANG AT THE MILLER’s PICNIG 


A Dozen Thimble- Riggers Open Up Crooked 
Games on the Grounds—Three Detectives 
Capture Some of Them and Whip Them 
With Hickory Switches—A Dance Without 
Music. 


„What fools these mortals be!’’ That is 


what Puck says, and Puck seems to know 


whereof he speaks, for the events of each 
May bear him out in his assertion. Of fools 
this world has a plenty andto spare. The 
woods are full ot them. But who would think 
that the residents of the great city, accus- 
tomed as they are to the wiles of this wicked 
world, could be so easily victimized? And 
that, too, by the simplest of 
„skin!“ games. Yet they are—yes, they 
were. Detective Burke of the city force 
can tell a funny story which is right to the 
point. On last Thursday the millers of this 
city gave a grand excursion and picnic, the 
steamer Grand Republic carrying an immense 
crowd to Montesano Springs. Detectives 
Burke, Lawler and Fitzpatrick were detailed 
from headquarters to accompany the party as 
& precautianary measure and a protection 
against pickpockets and sneak thieves. All 
went well on the down trip, and dur- 
ing the whole day’s merriment on 
the grounds nothing occurred which would 
necessitate that the officers reveal their 
identity. Shortly after (o' clock in the after- 
nooda special train on the Iron Mountain

THE GANG

dropped, and the swindlers were making 
tracks upthe hill and through the woods.

THE NEW CITY HALL.

Peculiar Rules Adopted in Relation to the 
Submission of Plans 


The action of the city authorities in rela- 
tion tothe new City Hall is open to severe 
criticism in more than one respect, said a 
well-known St. Louisarchitect, ‘‘and I believe 
that if the citizens thoroughly understood 
what was the real effect of some of the rules 
adopted governing plans submitted they 
wauld be strongly in favor of an altera- 
tion. In the first place, the idea that 


the new City Hall shall be erected upon a 
purely utilitarian basis without regard to 
making itan ornament to the city, seems to 
me to be a very bad one and unworthy of St. 
Louis. Every other city of the first class has 
tried to build a City Hall which has some- 
thing of a monumental character about it, 
and all with whom I bave spoken think that 
St. Louis should not adopt a different 
course. 
MATERIALS EXCLUDED. 

A more serious objection is the clause 
confining building materials to brick and red 
granite. Ido not object to n that 
the metal cornicing shall be of either copper 
Or lron, although a metal cornice on a brick 
or stone building is an architectural abomina- 
tion. But why should sandstone, limestone 
and marble be placed under aban? All are 

ood materials and possibly would be 

etter than any others. To the un- 

initiated this might have the appear- 
ance of a job. A still more serious 
fauit is the selection of a New York and an 
lilinols expert to pass upon the plans sub- 
mitted. Surely we are not so poor in local 
talent as to be obliged to go abroad for as- 
sistance and our architects know the needs of 
the city better than anyone else can. As 
plans are to be submitted without names there 
could be no chance of favoritism, and the 
chances of selecting the best drawing would 
be largely increased if home talent were not 
shut out from the task of examination. 


EX-GOV. GILPIN’S SISTER. 


The Eccentric Old Lady Who Died in a 


Shanty at Galveston. 


Rv Telegraph to the Post-Disratcnr. 

WILMINGTON, Del., May 25.—The people of 
this city are much interested inthe press dis- 
patches from Galveston publisbed Thursday 
morning announcing the death ina shanty in 
that city of the wife of ex-Gov. Gilpin of Col- 
orado. The dispatch was. incorrect, as the 
dead woman was not Mrs. Gilpin, but Miss 
Mary Sophia Gilpin ,a sister of ex-Goy. GiPpin. 
She was 80 years old, a native of this city and 


ofan extremely eccentric disposition. She 
often announced in the latter part of her life 
that she wouid leave the bulk of her 
fortune, consisting of real estate in this 
city and in Washington Territory, esti- 
mated to be worth $200,000, to found a 
school for girls in Wilmington. What the 
pecple here want to know is whether she 
made a will carrying out her intention. Miss 
Gilpin in early life was a teacher in Eastern 
schools. Then for ten years she lived in 
Russia as a teacher in the family of a wealthy 
Russian nobleman. Her home for twenty-five 
years had been in Denver, where she became 
noted because of a long and bitter warfare she 
carried on with her brother, the ex-Governor, 
who, she said, tried to get herin an insane 
asylum.

MR. PRESTON’S PROTEST. 


THE HAYTIEN MINISTER'S LETTER TO THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE. 


* 


The Hippolyte Movement in Hayti Con- 
trolled by Speculative Influences in New 
York City—A Deplorable Incident— 
Recognition of Legitime’s Government 
by European Powers—The Proposed 
American Commission. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

WA6HINGTON, D. C., May 25.—It is, per- 
hape, of interest to know that Legitime’s 
Government in Hayti has been recognized by 
the following Governments: England, France, 
Italy, Portugal, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, 
Russia, Spain, Beiglum and the Netherlands, 
San Domingo, Costa Rica and Venezuela. So 
farasthealleged offers of territorial cessions 
by Hayti to Frauce or Germany are concerned, 
the first article of the Haytien Constitution 
says: 

»The Haytien territory and the adjacent 
islands depending thereon cannot be alien- 
ated by treaty or convention.’’ 

The same provision exists in the constitu- 
tion of San Domingo. Hayti and San Dymingo 
are bound by treaty witheach other not to 
alienate any part of the territory of either 
without the consent of the other. 

The following dispatch from Mr. Preston, 
the Haytien Minister, to Secretary Bayard 
gives his view of the contest in the islands 
and attributes, it willbe seen, the continu- 
ance of the movement of Hippolyte to specu- 
lative influence in New York. 

There are upon some points ofthe Hay- 
tien territory certain individuals pretending 
to have been elected or chosen, itis not said 
by whom or in virtue of what constitution, 
one of them provisional President, 
others ministers and others still as coun- 
cillors of State, although this latter 
office is unknown to the constitution of Hayti. 
There exists, in fact, in Hayti one so’e Gov- 
ernment exercising by just title tb functions 
of sovereignty, and that is the .overnment, 
which is the regular reprer .tative of the 
country, and it is estab’ d by virtue ofa 
constitution. It has tr spportof the ma- 
jority of the representatives elected; it has 
the support of the national! judicial power; it 
isin relation with the foreign powers; it is the 
power, and the sole power, bound tothe 
United States by a solemn treaty. Lastly, it 
occupies the capital of the coun- 
try, and bolds in its hands 
the main springs of the administration. 
W bat, on the other hand, are the individuals 
of whom the note of the Secretary of State 
speaks? They are simply secessionists in 
quest of a foreign protectorate and the learned 
Secretary of State is not unaware of the 
opinion of the United States regarding those 
sessionists who, aquarter ofa century ago, 
did not hesitate to take up arms forthe pur- 
pose of withdrawing from the National Goy- 


ernment. The organization of which the 
learned Secretary of state speaks is evidently 
laconsistent. 

A DEPLORABLE INCIDENT. 

It has net its origin in free suffrage, it is 
one of numerous and deplorable incidents, 
which have so often taken place during 
the last eighty years in a number of 
States of Central and South America. 
The United States have taken no account 
ot them except in rare instances, and when 
certain well defined facts have been present- 
ed. Why, the undersigned asked himself, 
however, why, for sometime the past, so un- 
usual a movement has occurred in the United 
States in regard to the insurrection which has 
broken out in a part of the Republic of Hayti? 
lf it be compared with those recorded in the 
aunals of the island itis far from presenting 
the importance of certain revolts which 
everyone familiar with the history of 
the Antilles could immediately name, 
and yet the press is filled 
with the most audaciously false 
news of the event occurring in Hayti, and on 
the other hand preparations, in violation of 
the laws of American neutrality, appear to be 
in progress at this very moment upon the ter- 
ritory of the United States. What then is the 
cause of this movement, so unaccustomed 
and so difficult to comprehend? 

The undersigned will briefly state it here- 
in: A little band of revolted Haytiens anda 
small number of American speculators, who 
are vainly endeavoring toconceal their names 
behind persons of light weight and whose 
schemes are, besides, perfectly known, are 
attempting to protlit by the agitation in order 
to make money. To this speculation, founded 
in parton the published false news and ex- 
cited by eventual financial projects, is due tne 
persistency of the Haytien insurrectionists, 
whose real headquurters are at New York. 
Thisisthe cause of theevil and that is its 
seat. STEPHEN PRESTON. 

This would not, however, necessarily pre- 
vent the lease of a coaling station to the 
United States, as this is a mere matter of ac- 
commodation aud does not involve oesslon of 
territory.

ANGRY STOCKHOLDERS. 


ST. LOUIS OWNERS OF GAS STOCK FN- 
RAGED BY NEWS OF SALES IN NEW YORK. 


Many Former Holders of Laclede Stock and 
Gas Trust Certificates Think That They 
Have Been Taken Advantage of—More 
Favorable Terms Granted Eastern In- 
vestors—Conirary Opinions.

cash. As matters now stand it is evident that 
the latter course would have been the most 
advantageous. 

TERMS OF SALE OF GAS 8TOCK. 

A review of the situation will make clear the 
position of the discontented element. For 
each trust certificate the sum of $87.50 was 
offered in cash, but the certificate holders 
were given the option of receiving 
bonds at par, bearing 5 per cent in- 
terest, and 2% per cent of their hold- 
ings in preferred stock. Upon this latter 


5 per cent interest must be paid, provided the 
company earned this amount. All over this 
was to be paid on the common stock, which 
the parties represented by Hollins & Co. were 
given the privilege of issuing in such amounts 
as suited them, this being their profit in the 
transaction, The contract with the Laclede 
Gas-light Co. was the same, except that the 
price paid for the stock was $140. 

News has been received from New York that 
a large amount of stock and bonds 
have been sold for cash on terms much 
more favorabie than those granted the St, 
Louis stockholders. Several trausfers have 
been made at the following rates: For 5810, 000 
cash a purchaser receives bonds at par, 25 per 
cent of his purchase in preferred stock and 75 
per cent in common stock. In other words, a 
cash purchaser in New York gets all that a St. 
Louis stockholder did and $75 in common 
stock additional for every $100 inv@sted. The 
amount of common stock to be issued is en- 
tirely dependent upon the willof the purchas- 
ing syndicate, and has not yet been officially 
announced. It is generally believed, how- 
ever, that the issue will be $20,000,000. The 
New York purchasers, it will be seen, receive 
a bonus of 75 per cent of their investment in 
common stock, the st. Louis certificates and 
stock bolders receiving none. 

RECENT SALES AT BETTER RATES. 

It will be remembered that several of the 
officers and largest stockholders of the La- 
clede, much to the surprise of their 
fellow-stockholders, took money instead 
of stock and bonds, and it is intimated 
that they were aware of the fact 
that better terms were to be obtained later, a 
fact of which those not fully posted were in 
ignorance. As an example, supvose a stock 
holder of the Gas Trust to hold one certificate. 
For this he could obtain $87.50 in cash or $87.50 
in bonds and $22 in preferred stock. Had he 
been informed of the pres, >t state of affairs 
he could have taken the m.aey, sent it to 
New York. obtained exactly the same amount 
of bonds and preferred stock «and 
about $63 in common stock. This 
fact is causing much dissatisfaction, 
and notafew of those who exchanged their 
stock for an interest in the new company are 
inclined to severely criticise those who man- 
aged the deal. 

JAMES CAMPBELL NOT DISSATISFIED. 

Acall was made upon James Campbell to 
ascertainjhis feelings onthesubject. He said: 
‘*I was, I believe, the largest individual holder 
of Gas Trust certificates, and would have as 
much reason as any one to be dissatisfied. I 
do not know whether the reported sales in 
New York are accurately stated, but have no 
reason to disbelieve them. Supposing them to 
be true, Isee no reason for being dissatisfied 
with the bargain I made. I will say now that 
Ihave nocommon stock, was offered none, 
and none has been promised tome. I sold 
absolutely on the terms proposed, took bonds 
and preferred stock, and thought that I was 
doing very well. People who complain lose 
sicht of several facts. The Laciede sale was 
made before negotiations for the Gas Trust 
were inaugurated. Before the sale 
trust certificates were selling at 351 
and ai $52. Our oflicers obtained 
for us $87.50, which was doing remarkably 
well. It was understood both by the Laclede 
and the Gas Trust that the purchasing syndi- 
cate, who stood ready to pay $10,000,000, were 
to have the privilege of issuing common 
stock in such amounts as suitedthem. This 
was in payment for their risk and trouble, and 
although it may seem excessive, was not 
actually so, as without the intervention of 
some outside party it would have been 
impossible to have consolidated the war- 
ring interests, and destructive competition 
would have followed. What the capitalists 
represented by Hollins & Co. do with their 
common stock is no one’s business but their 
own. I do not see that anyone has any rea- 
son to complain, as we all made more by the 
consolidation than we could possibly have 
done otherwise. 

Other stockholders expressed the same 
views, and it was evident that by no means all 
were dissatisfied with the turn affairs had 


taken.

FLECTORAL REFORM IN CONGRESS, 

The talk of Republicans about legisla- 
tion to place the elections for Congress- 
men and presidential electors under the 
control of Federal officials need not cause 
any alarm. The power of Congress over 
elections is limited, the Supreme Court 
can be trusted to void any statute exceed- 
ing the just and necessary powers dele- 
gated to Congress, and there can be no 
valid objection to the exercise of every 
legitimate power of Congress in behalf of 
electoral reform. 

The State election laws, North and 
South, are generally conceded to be de- 
fective. The whole country is eager for 
genuine electoral reform that will secure 
a free ballot and a fair count everywhere 
—in Pennsylvania and New York as well 
asin Mississippi and Louisiana. If the 
State Legislatures vote down re- 
form bills as the Republican Leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania has done, 
or the State Governors veto them as Gov. 
HILL has done, any constitutional assist- 
anve which Congress can contribute to 
the attainment of the great object will be 
gratefully accepted. 

But the hope of any valuable contribu- 
tion to this object from a Republican 
Congress is clouded by doubts as to the 
power of Congress, by recollections of the 
mischievous effect of former Republican 
efforts to place Southern elections under 
Federal control, and by the declaration 
that the Republican leaders will again 
aim to control elections in the South only. 

Still, if the Republicans in the present 
Congress can rise above their party’s for- 
mer idea of controlling Southern elections 
by disfranchising the intelligence of that 
section and by counting bayonets in 
preference to ballots, they might present 
the country a glorious scheme of electoral 
reform which would reflect unfading 
honor upon them and their party. If 
Congress should offer the country a model 
system of election regulations, securing 
the freedom and purity of the ballot with 
better safeguards against partisan fraud 
in the returns, public opinion would 
sooner or. later compel its enaetment in 
all the States, even if the power of 
Congress should be denied by the Supreme 
Court. 


AN OBJECT LESSON. 

When ships were built of wood we did 
not have to buy them or ship-building 
material abroad. Our clippers were the 
fastest sailers afloat; our merchant ves- 
sels were seen in every harbor, and we 
ranked second among the carriers of 
ocean commerce. And when steam and 
metal superseded the old kind of ships 
we could have maintained our rank but 
for our own protective“ legislation, 
which made it impossible for our mer- 
chants to build metal ships at home and 
sail them under our flag in competition 
with the ship-builders and carriers of 
free-trade England. The City of Paris, 
the fastest steamer ever built, is 
owned by Americans and was built 
on new plans conceived by Americans. 
But they had to go abroad to have her 
built, and they not only have to sail her 
under a foreign flag, but under a registry 
which entitles the British Government to 
arm her as a war vessel and send her 
against usincase of war. A proper re- 
form of our tariff and our antiquated 
navigation laws would enable us to be- 
come the greatest ship builders and ocean 
carriers in the world. We would then 
need no subsidies to extend our commerce 
to every clime. No subsidies can enable 
it to pass the barriers by which it is con- 
fined, so long as our own laws deprive us 
of a proper share in the carrying trade 
and make us dependent on foreign ves- 
sels for a chance to trade with foreign 
countries. 
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Unconstitutional Embargo.

The Indiana Legislature at its last session 
passed an act forbidding the piping of natu- 
ral gas to points outside the State. The reason 
given was that it was not certain how long 
the supply would last, and that Indiana ought 
to have the benefit of it while it still held out. 
It was much as if Pennsylvania should forbid 
the exportation of anthracite, or Michigan 
salt or iron ore. It was under- 
stood at the time the law was passed that its 
constitutionality would soon be tested, and it 
bas been. A company having begun piping 
gas into Ohio, sults were brought to stov it. 
The State Circuit Court held the act was un- 
constitutional since it was in conflict with the 
power to regulate commerce between the 
States which had been conferred on Congress. 
The case will go at once to the State Supreme 
Court, which will doubtiess affirm the decis- 
lon.

INDIGNANT GRADUANTS. 


AN ORDER AGAINST FLOWERS AND GAY 
DRESSES EXCITES HIGH SCHOOL GIRLS. 


The Horrid Men on the Teachers’ Committee 
ef the School Board Denounced by the 
Class of ’89—Louis F. Soldan Says the 
Order Against Flowers Will Be Strictly 


ISTORY was repeat- 
ed at the High Schoo) 
yesterday, and the 
inborn American 
love of liberty burst 
out in a biaze of 
anger all because of 
an order coming 
from the Teachers’ 
Committee of the 
School Board regu- 
lating the details in 
connection with the 
graduating exercises 
to be held at the 
High School in June. 
The girls were inter- 
fered with, and they 
‘*kicked’’ not loudly 
but hard. They did 
not see, ‘‘why a Jot of horrid men who 
don’t know anything about anything should 
try to tell girls how they should dress.’’ 

The order was very modest in its demands 
and would not impress a casual observer as 
being too arbitrary or very tyrannical,but the 
girls did not like it. 

The order came, however, in all its official 
dignity and was read to the girls by Prof. 
Soldan, who broke the news as gently as he 
coulda, and added an explanatory lecture at 
the end, so as to soften as much as possible 
the terrible decree, 

THE ORDER WAS IN EFFECT 
simply that the girls should not be allowed to 
receive flowers in the school ball on gradua- 
tion day, during the progress of the 
exercises. This was fully explained 
to the fgiris to have been made 
a rule so that all should be on an equal foot- 
ing, and was calculated to save the feelings of 
some ot the girls who might beso unforta- 
nate as notto receive the flowers, it haying 
been learned from experience that on gradua- 
tion day some of the girls receive large quan- 
tities of flowers, and some do not receive any. 
The girls not receiving any flowers always 
feel in consequence a little humiliated. Be- 
side this the constant interruptions incident 
to floral presentations and the acknowledge- 


ment of the same are not conducive to an 
easy running course of exercises; for these 
and other reasons nearly as weighty and 
logical was the rule made by the wise direct- 
ers of the High School affairs. Following up- 
onthe order was a recommendation which 
had nothing in the nature of an order about 
it. It was merely a mildly advanced sugeés- 
tion couched in the softest terms imaginable. 
The girls were asked to 
WEAR SIMPLE WHITE DRESSES, 

the more simple the better. That was all. The 
idea was to obtain uniformity and to give the 
poorer girls who could not afford to expend 
much money for their dresses a 
chance to present an appearance something 
in keeping with their classmates. : 

Louis Soldan, Principal of the High 
School, explained this also, telling the girls in 
his kindly way why this was thus and adding 
thatifany of the young ladies had already 
prepared their gowns for the occasion it was 
out of the bounds of reason to expect them to 
make any change. He further stated that 
they could if they wished to disregard the re- 
quest or recommendation entirely, 
but that would please him und 
the kind. School Board also 
if the girls would comply and wear plain 
white dresses devoid of ali superfluous orna- 
ments. : 

In spite of the Principal’s efforts to com- 
municate the terrible news as gently aq possi- 
ble the girls kicked. They did not fet him 
hear them, but at recess time they gathered 
together in little groups and held 

LITTLE INDIGNATION MEETINGS, 

where each one presided and all talked at 
once. The giris who had their dresses 
already made, or partially 

were mad because theirs 

be different from the rest of the class and 
would look funny; those who did not have 
theirs begun had them all planned and de- 
signed in their minds and did not like to go 
back on their pet ideas. The general senti- 
ment was: ‘‘Why can’t people attend to their 
own business and let us attend to ours?“ 

The same conclusion was arrived at in 
the matter of receiving flowers. Many of the 
girls knew that they would be sure 
to get loads and loads of floral offerings, and 
here was a chance to display their popularity 
gone with no rhyme nor reason for it. 

Mr. Soldan was asked bya PostT-DISPATCH 
reperter ifthere had been any general upris- 
ing among his young ladies or any talk of 

DYNAMITE OR LYNCHING. 
He said ‘‘no,’’ but thatthe order, because it 
was an order, had displeased the giris a little, 
but that they had not become very violent on 
the subject.

~~ Pudge Klein Decides That the Merchants’ 


__. Exchange May Fine a Member for 
Vielating the Smoking Rule but Cannot 
Suspend for Non- Payment of Fine—Suits 
for Slander and Divorce, 


Judge Klein handed down his decision to- 
Gay in the case of Olaus H. Albers, who en- 
joined the Merchants’ Exchange from sus- 
pending him from membership. He was fined 
$60 fur smoking during Change hours, and 
then suspended for refusing to pay the fine. 
Claiming the Exchange bad no power to im- 
pose the fine, he went into the courts and 
through his attorneys, Messrs. Lodge and 
Talty, and J. 8. Laurie procured a temporary 
Injunction against that body. Messrs. Hough, 
Overall and Judson, attorneys forthe Ex- 
Ghange, moved that it be dissolvea, and Judge 
Klein in bis decision to-day makes the injuno- 
tion permanent. He merely holds, however, 
that the Exchange has no powerto endeavor 
to collect a fine by suspending a member, but 
Says it has the power to discipline a member 
for smoking. 

The style ofthe case in Claus H. Albers, 
plaintiff, ve. thé Merchants’ Exchange and its 
Board of Directors. In reviewing the case the 
oourt says: 
join the defendant from depriving the plaintiff 


of his rights and privileges as a member of the 
Exchange, and to restore him to the same. 
The defendant, the Merchants’ Exchange of 
St. Louis, is a corporation and plaintiff isa 
member thereof. By section 2 of 
the act of incorporation it is pro- 
vided tust The rules, regulations andjby-laws 
of the said association shall be the rules, regu- 
tions and by-laws of the corporation hereby 
ated until the same shali be regularly re- 
ealed or altered in the mode therein pro- 
„ „and the Board of Directors of 
said association shall have power to suspend 
Orexpel any member of said Exchange for 
_Misconductor any violation of any of the 
rules or regulations or tg or for other 
@Gauses specified in said rules. 

The Court then goes on to give the rules, 
regulations and by-laws of the Exchange 
which are involved in the case. Rule IV 
section § provides for reading and Exchange 
rooms for meetings of members and says the 
directors shalihave power to enforce such 
rules and regulations as seem proper over 
them, providing that from lla. m. tol. p. m. 
d they hall be used for the 

meeting for the transac- 

tion of business. Section 9 of the same 
rule makes it the duty of the directors to 
investigate charges of misconduct against 
members, and gives them the power when 
such members are found guilty to fine, sue- 
nd or expel members, but no party is to be 
isciplined without having an oppor- 
unity of being heard in his defense. 
ale 5. section 1, empowers the Secretary to 
collect assessments, fines, fees and all moneys 
due the Exchange. Rule II gives the direct- 
ors power to prescribe the hours for the daily 
meetings of the call board. Rule 16 pro- 
vides that a two-thirds vote of the Exchange 
Shall be necessary to make any change or ad- 
ditions to the rules. Article 8 of the 
by-laws reads: Smoking in the Ex- 
change room between the hours of 11 a. m. 
and ip. m. is prohibited. Violations of this 
rule shall be reported by the Floor Committee 
to tue err: and any member violating 
this rule shall be subject to discipline as pro- 
vided in sec. 9 of rule 4. Prior to Septem- 
ber 20, 1888, the hours for trading were from 
$:30a. m.tolp. w. and from 2 p. m. until

Says Judge Klein in his opinion: ‘The first 
mn is, Had the Board of Directors 
authority to adopt the regulations 
of September 20, 1888? This ques- 
tion . — answered in the 
affirmative by rule 4, sec. 8, of the Rules and 
Regulations of the Exchange. By that sec- 
tion the directors are given the control over 
the rooms of the Exchange, and are autbor- 
ized to establish and enforce such rules and 
regulations in regard to the use of the same 
os may seem roper. The viso 
therein that from 11 a. m. to 1 p. m. 
dally the rooms shall be set apart and 
spp led for the general meeting for the trans- 
action of business, does not deprive the board 
of regulating the use of the rooms either dur- 
ing said time or before or after that time. 
Rule XVI, which provides how the rules, reg- 
lations and by-laws may be amended or 
réscinded and how new rules may be made, has 
no application to this matter. he control of 
the rooms has been specially delegated to the 
Board of Directors. It is evident this isa 
reasonable and proper provision.’’ The Court 
holds that a regulation prohibiting smoking 
during the time when the general meeting 
takes place for the transaction of business is 
reasonable and proper. Although by-law vill. 
forbids smoking between the hours of ll.a m. 
and 1p. m., the Board of Directors neverthe- 
have express authority over the remain- 
of the day. 
The court goes on further to sey that the 
plaintiff was rightfully found guilty of im- 
“444 and disorderly conduct on the floor of 
e Exchange room and properly fined. He 
doubts, however, whether the rule should 
not provide a maximum limit to the fine, but 
gays that cuts no figure in the present case. 
He lds that the directors erred 
in etispending Mr. Albers for not 
paying the une, as they have no rule or reg- 
viation giving them the power or authority 
to adopt such a summary method of collect: 
ing a ne. The court goes even further and 
states that it is doubtful if the Exchange, even 
under a rule or by-law, would have power to 
force the payment of a fine by suspension, 
The court overruies the motion of the defend. 
ant and deciares Mr. Albers’ suspension void 
and unlawful. He makes the injanction per- 
pecual.

The Trouble at the Braidwood Mines— 
Miners Starving. 


JOLIET, III., May 2%5.—The expected trouble 
at the Braidwood mines yesterday did not oo- 
cur, as none of the men attempted to go to 
work. Some ofthe strikers threw a couple of 
dynamite bombs upon the property of the 
Wilmington Coal Association, which exploded 
with aloud noise and startied the Braidwood 
people considerably and it was thought an 
effort was being made by the strikers to de- 
stroy the mines. The men who are willing to 
go to work at the price offered are fearful 
that if they attempt to eater 
the mines the desperare [Italians will 


carry out their threats of setting fire to the 
mines. Sheriff Huston has telegraphed Gov. 
Fifer that the Mayor of Braidwood had called 
upon him to protect property, and that he bad 
been to Braidwood and found the situation 
most critical, and was fearful that he could 
not preserve the peace aud protect property 
and lives without the aid of the militia. The 
Governor telegraphed the Sheriff that he mist 
preserve the 3 and protect the lives and 
property of the miners and operators at ail 
hazards, even to the calling out of the militia. 
It ia thought that no attempt will be made to 
resume work in the mines before Monday. 


A Riot Expected.

Miners Starving. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 25.—Two miners, 
who compose a committee of the Clay County 
miners, are here soliciting aid. They state 
that the miners are suffering from want, and 
thatthe destitution in many of the families is 
terribie. Of the 1,300 miners who have quit 
work rather than submit to the 15-cent reduc- 
tion, hardly one in fifty has any means to live 
upon. Many of the miners are leaving the 
county, but those having families are power- 
less to get away.

SHE THOUGHT HER TWO CHILDREN HAD 
BEEN KIDNAPED. 


Warrants Issued for Two Men Who Left the 
House About the Time the Little Truants 
Disappeared—The Littie Ones Found 
Playing in an Upper Koom—A Sad Case. 


On a warrant sworn out by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Shepard, living at 219 South Broadway, Officer 


‘Alexander arrested, Wm. O. McCormack and 


Allen P. Stires, charging them with kidnap- 
ping. The men were arrested at Sixth street 
and Olark avenue, and upon being locked up 
at the Qentral District Station gave their 
names as above and their ages as 49 and 34 
years respectively. Both are carpenters and 
have been rooming with Mrs. Shepard at her 
home, 219 South Broadway. According to her 
statement, about 9a. m. she started out with 
an older child to see a doctor, leaving the two 
younger children, a girl of 5½ years and a boy 
of 24%, in the house with McCormack and Stires.

A GREAT CHEMIST’S RETIREMENT. 


The Learning and the Cheerful Humanity of 
Prof. Bunsen of Heidelberg. 


From the New York Sun. 

The Grand Duke of Baden has just placed the 
name ot Robert Wilheim Bunsen, the great 
chemist, On the retired list of Heidelberg pre 
fessors. This act closes the active career of 


the most famous living German savant. 

Prof. Bunsen is popularly known as the in- 
ventor of the Bunsen battery, which is gener- 
ally used in telegraphy, and the Bunsen gas 
burner, and as the discoverer of the magne- 
sium light, the spectrum analysis, and a sure 
antidote to arsenical poison. For more than 
fifty-five years he has been celebrated among 
the chemists of the world for the laborious- 
ness and success of his researches in the least 
familiar departments of chemistry. 

In 1887 he began a series of investigations of 
Oadet’s fuming arsenical liquid, and eventu- 
ally he brought out some very inflammable 
compounds. Experiments with these com- 
poundsexposed him to dangers from which 
scientific men working in their studies or 
laboratories are generally supposed to be 
free. In speaking of these perilous experi- 
ments Prof. Roscoe in his Nature“ says: 
‘*Bunsen, forty years ago, was a traveler in 
an unknown and treacherous land, without 
sign posts to guide him.’’ Bunsen was not to 
be intimidated, however, by the warnings.of 
his fellow chemists. He was as brave 
in the laboratory as he had been 
upon the student’s field of honor at Gottin- 
gen. The expected catastrophe came late one 
afternoon while Bunsen was alone in his 
workshop. The explosion of a tube shook the 
laboratory. Bunsen was found burned and 
unconscious on the floor. He lay between 
life and death for many weeks and then began 
to mend slowly. He never recovered the sight 
of his left eye, which was torn in the explos- 
ion. This adventure made Bunsen something 
ofa hero among German men of science, and 

ave him a great name for courage among the 

eidelberg students. 

In 1846 Bunsen led a party of geologists 
through Iceland. He was then professor in 
Marburg University. In 1881 he became pro- 
fessor in chemistry at Breslau, and one year 
later went to Heidelberg, where he has re- 
mained almost uninterruptedly ever since, In 
1881 he celebrated the fiftieth,anniversary of 
his transformation from a Herr student into a 
Herr doctor at Gottingen. The Grana Duke 
of Baden made him afiret-class Geheimrath 
(Privy Councilor), a title greatly prized by 
German professors, although in Baden 
insanity and sudden death are pro- 
verbially a professor’s only means of 
escape frum it. A Geheimrath of 
the first class has two privileges—he 
can allow himself to be called ‘*Excellency,’’ 
and can call upon the Grand Duke wunan- 
nounced. As Bunsen had little in common 
with the Grand Duke and hada greater repu- 
tation than a hundred Dukes, with their ‘‘Ex- 
cellencies,’’ could give him, he laid his new 
title on the shelf, and it has stayed there. 

After the castle, Bunsen has been Heidel- 
berg’s greatest lion for many years. Every 
one points him outto strangers when he ap- 
pears on the promemade, and men who have 
seen him almost daily for years stop in the 
street to wateh him. He is a tall, bony, 
droad-shouldered man 

years. His keen, rugged 
is fringed with grizzied-gray 
Greeley whiskers. Save in midsummer, 
wears a fur cap, a fur-lined coat which reaches 
to his heels and enormous galoshes. He is 
and always has been an inveterate smoker, 
and leaves bis cigar stubs anywhere or on any- 
thing. Chemicalstudents in Heidelberg tell 
any number of stories concerning the pecullar 
disposition he makes ofcigar ends. Scores of 
students who have been in his laboratory have 
carried away Bunsen’s cigar stubs as memen- 
toes of the ecoentric old man. 

Bunsen's popularity among Heidelberg stu- 
dents is in no small degree due to his desire to 
let every student become a Heir Doctor with 
the least possible diMiculty. It always seemed 
to wring the old chemist’s heart to seea 
candidate for graduation plucked. The hard- 
est years of his university life are sald to have 
been those during which he was Dekan ofthe 

hilosophical faculty. The Dekan’s duty is 
o superintend all examinations in his fac- 
ulty and to be present whenever a student is 
passed or plucked. Men are plucked pretty 
often in Heidelberg, especially by the philo- 
sophical facuity, and, as Dekan, Bunsen was 
obliged, in spite of himself, to observe the 
process. His agonies were often quite acute, 
and on several occasions he exclaimed, just 
as an ill-prepared stadent was losing his last 
chance of passing: ‘‘Ach, Gott! what have I 
done to you, dear sir, that you should allow 
yourself to he plucked before me!“

The following are the provisions of a bili 
recently passed by the Texas Legislature and 
signed by the Governor, defining trusts and 
providing penalties and punishment of corpo- 
rations, persons, firms and associations of 
persons connected with them, and to promote 
free competition in the State of Texas: 


fection 1. A trust is a combination of capital, 
skill or acts by two or more persons, firms, corpora- 
tions or associations of persons, or of either two or 
more of them, for either any or all ot the following 
purposes: 

4 To create or carry out restrictions in trade. 

To Umit or reduce the production, or increase 
on reduce the price of merchandise or commod- 
es. 

3. To prevent competition in manufactures, mak- 
ing, transportation, sales or purchase of merchan- 
dise, produce or commodities. 

4. To fix at any standard or figure, whereby its 
price to the public shall be in any manner controlled 
or established, any article or commodity of merchan- 
dise, produce or commerce intended for sale, use or 
cousumption in this State. 

5. To make or enter into, or execute orca out 
any contract, obligation or agreement of any kind or 
description by which * shali bind or have bound 
themselves not to sell, dispose of or transpert any 
article or commodity,or article of trade use, 
merchandi,secommerce or consumption ,below a com-

In any indictment for at offense named in 
this act it is sufficient to state the purposes or 
effect of the trust or combination, and that the ac- 
cused was a member of, acted with or in pursuance 
of it without giving its name or description, or bow, 
when or where it was created. 

Sec. 8. In prosecutions under this act it shail be 
sufficient to prove that a trust or combination, as de- 
fined herein, exists, and that the defendant belonged 
to it, or acted for or in connection with it, without 
proving all the members belonging to it, or proving 
or producing any article of agreement. or any writ- 
ten instrument on which it may have been based, or 
thatit was evidence by any written instrument at 
all. The character of the trust or combination 
alleged may be established by proofof its general 
reputation as such. 

Persons out of the State may commit and 
be liable to indictment and conviction for commit- 
tingany of the offenses enumerated in this act, 
which do not in their commission necessarily require 
a personal presence in this State, the object being to 
reach and punish all persons oer | against its 
provisions, whether within or without the State.

ROCKEFELLER’S WEALTH. 


Once a Book-keeper, Now the Richest Man 
on Earth. . 


A New Tork paper makes the startling 
statement thut the pinnacle ofearthly wealth 
is thought to have been reached by Mr. John 
D. Rockefeller—who must, therefore, have 
displaced the Vanderbilt boys and the Duke 
of Westminster from their post as rival claim- 
ants for the honor of being accounted the 
richest man on earth. Rockefeller’s wealth 


says Julian Ralph in the Providence Journal, 
has increased until it is said that he is now in 
receipt of an income of $20,000,000 a year. 
John D. Rockefoller’s life story made him 
one of thhe marvels oft Khe new world long 
before it was dreamed that he would ever 
reach the greatest height asa milllionaire. A 
certain Dr. Rockefeller removed from the 
central part of this State less than forty 
years ago to establish bimself and family 
in Cleveland. John D. and William 
were his sone. John D. finished his boyhood 
in the Ohio city, and got his schooling there. 
Then he came to New York, and was proud to 
become a book-keeper in a little store for the 
sale of farm produce on commission in Water 
street in this city. At 19 years of age he and a 
Mr. M. B. Clark went into that business on 
their own account. That was at the close of 
the war. While a book-keeper Mr. Rocke- 
feller had jnvested a little money in a 
small oll refinery up the river. The 
porter in the same store had put his 
small savings into the refinery aiso. In 
time Rockefeller thought he saw a fortune in 
oll, and sold out his interest in his store to 
Clark. He and the former porter, now the 


millionaire Samuel Andrews, then devoted all | 


their time to oll refining. Rockefeller was 26 
and Andrews under 25. Their refinery was 
not worth $5,000 und was not paidfor. They 
prospered, and John’s brother William be- 
came his partner in another refinery. The two 
refineries were presently joined, and a store 
was opened in this city for the sale of 
the oil they refined. They needed 
money to swing their plans with, and set 
out to find is. Away off in Saginaw, Mich., 
was Henry M. Flagler, sent there by 
a rich father-in-law to make his fortune in 
lumber and salt. He was not succeeding. 
The father-in-law heard of the Rockefellers, 
and, calling Flagler to New ga ne him 
and $60,000 into the new oll firm. rom this 
stage in the Rockefeller history begins the 
unexampled career ofthe Standard Oil Com- 
pany. aking thatname anda capital ofa 
million, John D. Rockefeller rapidly consum- 
mated his plan to control the oil product of 
the nation. The business grew so enormous 
that it was able to obtain the lowest freight 
rates from the _ railroads, and these 
were often such that Commodore Vanderbilt 
remarked that only one man in the worid 
could dictate to him, and that was Rockefel- 
ler. Refineries were bought right and left for 
stock or cash. All who, like Col. O. H. Payne, 
took stock became rich; the others got a fair 
price, and that was all. The corporation was 
a monopoly until 1880. After that the rail- 
roads rebelled, and then the Standard built 
its pipe lines and defied the roads. The com- 
pany is incorporated in many States 
and managed by the Standard Trust 
Co. in this oity, with John D. 
and William Rockefeller still at the 
head. William owns and lives at the beauti- 
ful Aspinwall estate at Tarrytown, just above 
the limits of this city, on the Hudson. John 
D. lives near Greenwich, on the sound, witha 
coterie of business associates, who come to 
town every day in a private car that is fitted 
4 — a clubhouse on wheels. Henry M. 
Flagier, whose income is now about $7,000,000 
a year, has a grand house in town. These 
and the lesser magnates of the great oil trust 
are all quiet, plain, democratic citizens, not 
one of whom puts on the airs of the average 
hotel clerk.
